The letter, addressed to Trygve 
Lie, director-general] of the United 
Nations, over the signatures of 
Max Yergan, NNC president, and 
Revels Cayton, executive secre- 
tary, stated: 

“It is with an expression of pro- 
found regret that we, a section of 
the Negro people, having failed 
io find relief from eppression 
through constitutional appeal,

A ringing declaration of poljti-

The Declaration stated that 
both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties have “demonstrated 
time anc again that neither is the 
friend of the Negro people. or o 
the Negros stanuchest ally, 
progressive labor movement.” 

“Nothing shows this mere 
clearly” it centinued. “than the 
two-party doublecross en FEP 
and the current strikebreaking 
activities ef the President and 
Cengress. We have had abundan 
epportunity te learn thal the cam 
paign promises ef the Democra 


Party and the Kepublican Party 


te advance the cause ef Ne 
democratic rights are not werth 
the rpaper en which they are 
writieh. These are disruptive de- 
coys whose only purpose is te en- 
smare the Negre voice.” 


Independent political action, 
then, was declared the cardinal 
principle which must guide the 
Negro people in the 1846 Con- 
gressiona] elections and in 1948.

National Negyo Congress Convention, calling fur the “climi- 
nation of political, economic and social discrimination against 
Negroes in the U.S. A.,” is legally valid and politically of 
major importance. It merits immediate endorsenient and 
support by all the Negro and other progressive oryvaniza- 
tions in the country. 


The UN Charter declares at many points the purpose 
of “promoting and encouraging respect for human richts 
and fundamental freedoms for all without distinction as to 
race, sex, lanruace or religion.” Moreover, the Keonomiec 
and Socal Council, which handles this aspect of the United 
Nations work, is specifically authorized to consult with non- 
povernmental organizations, both international and national 
(“after consultation with the member of the UN con- 
cerned'’). 


The U. S. State Departnient, headed by South Carolina's 
umes Byrnes, is certain, of course, to try to blogk the pro- 
wsed UN inquiry into the oppression of American Negroey. 
‘Rhere can be no question, however, that such an investig: 
tion 1s Clearly within the Jurisdiction of the United Natio 
and should be conducted. . 


Secretary of Stace Iyrnes and President Truman have 
been doing a lot of talking about the need for United Na- 
tions action to assure “democracy” in Jeurope. Such talk, 
of course, is nothing but a blind to cover up british-Ameri- 
can amiperimdist preparetions for war aginst the Sovict 
Union, the one nation where minority peoples actually do 
enjoy equal social, econoniie and political rights with all 
other citizens. 


It is important. therefore, formally to apprise the United 
Nations of the lack of democracy tor 14,000,000 Negro citi- 
zens right here in the Truman-Lyrnes American back yard, 
and to invite the UN to investigate and make recommenda- 
tions fo> eliminating the historic oppressic i of the Negro 
people. It whl be interesting to observe how the worthies 
who run our government will try to squirm off the hot spot 
they now occupy by virtue of the National Negro Congress 
petition to the United Nations.

6 hes central theme underlying the work 

of tlhe 500-odd delegates,- who tame 
from ning states and the District of Yol- 
umbia—and nearly half of whom repge- 
scented trade unions—was that the war 
against fascism could be won, quickly and 
completcly, only by the fullest mobiliza- 
tion of the masses of people throughout the 
world. Otherwise the war will be fought 
with one hand tied behind our back. The 
end of discrimination against Negroes in 
the United States is necessary for the effec- 
tive prosecution of the war; the full en- 
Listment of the masses in Africa, in the Ca- 
ribbean, in the colonial areas of the south- 
west Pacific, in India, is equally essential to 
a specdy and unconditional victory over 
the Axis. Thus, as the Conference clearly 
revealed, the Negro people’s struggles are 
inextricably? linked with those of millions: 
throughout the world whose anti-fascist | 
spirit is being ignored or not fully utilized 
for the achievement of the }Jcommon goal ' 
of destroving Hitlerism. 

In this country the Negro}people’s strug- 
gle is identified with organized labor, with 
the national minorities, with the Jewish 
people, with all those whom Messrs. Dies, 
Hobbs, Cox, Hearst, and McCormick seek 
to persecute. The delegates pledged them- 
selves to an all-out fight, under President 
Roosevelt’s leadership, to defeat the fascists 
and their allies abroad and at home. 

This Eastern Seaboard Conference, it is 
important to note, is the first of a series 
of regional meetings under the auspices of 
the Nationak Negro Congress. Another will 
be held next month in Detroit, followed, 
later in the spring, by a similar conference 
of the Negro people and their anti-fascgt 
allies onthe West Coast.

Demand Full Equality ° 


Ec'ow-the-surface actualities demonstrated that Negro-Ameri- 
can nationalism has merged with the national espirations of hun- 
dreds of peoples into the great international struggle for freedom. 
On the basis of a victory over the Fascist Axis and all its agents 
and puppets in every land : 

These facts were established by five aspects of the conference: 

1.—The high plane of nationalist sentiment, outraged by the 
persistence of Jim Crowism and discrimination, impatient for a 
showdown with undemocratic forces, unwilling to stop short of 
anything less than complete equality. ° 


2.—The identification of Negro-America’s cause with the cause 
of the Colonial peoples, and the espousal of the aspirations ef these 
peoples.
